One of the, beat acts of the 
preeent Kentucky Legislature 
is the passage of the State Fair 
Bill which makes an [annual ap¬ 
propriation of $15,000 tot pre¬ 
mium* to be offered at the State 
Fair. A state fair when con¬ 
ducted successfully is a good 
thing to encourage the stock 
breeding and farming interest* 
of the state and now that finan¬ 
cial support is assured, interesl 
should be worked up in it sc 
every county may be represent 
ed.
